their  parents  over  interracial  dating  than  any  group  surveyed.  90%  of  each 
white,  hispanic,  asian  students  said  their  parents  accepted  their  relationships. 
Only  59%  of  black  students  said  their  parents  were  comfortable  with  their 
dating.  When  asked  what  family  thought  about  their  relationships,  Rashad 
said  "They're  cool,  they  love  my  girl  they  think  she  is  great."  Angela  said, 
"They  don't  know  about  it,  I'm  sure  they  would  not  like  it."  Jose  said  "They 
know  i  have  a  girlfriend  but  not  what  her  race  is."  as  interracial 
relationships  grow,  so  does  the  acceptance  towards  it.
